Ice and Debris on Mountain
Side Will Have to Be

Dynamited.

OGDEN. Dec 22. That there immi-

nent of another Ice and snow
slide, which will surpass In magnitude
the one which crashed down the moun-
tain In Ogden. canyon yesterday
and proved so disastrous to the prop-
erty of the Ogdcn Rapid com-
pany and Weber county. Is thc opinion
of many people who vlsllod the
today where avalanche hurled Itself.
Hundreds of tons of Ice are still clinging

tho sides of thc mountain and Icicles
several feet long, weighing hun-
dred pounds each, hang threateningly
from thc peaks, high above the road.

Tho Ice formation Is caused by tho
artificial waterfall from the pipe line of
the Utah Light and Railway company.
Is estimated that slide which oc-
curred yestorday did not carry with It
more one-llf- th of tho amount

Ice clinging the mountain side.
Fifty men were put to work today

trying to remove Uie mass of Ice, snow
and rocks which completely filled the
mouth of the canyon and effectively
blocks all traffic through thc canyon. The
county bridge, which spanned the Ogdcn
river at the point whore thc slide oc-
curred, is entirely demolished, nnd tho
steel trestle of the Ogdcn Rapid Transit

is so badly damaged that It Is
believed, when the mountain of debris is
removed, an entirely new bridge will have
to bc built. The fragments of the county
bridge are lying In the bottom of the
Ogden river. All day Wednesday largo
gangs of men "were engaged removing
the obstruction from tho roads, and when
nightfall arrived the work had barely
started.

Superintendent Bailey of tho Ogden
Rapid Transit says the
canyon Is unsafe for traffic as long as
the road Is In danger of another
It has been suggested that the Utah
Light and Railway company will take
steps Immediately stop tho How of
water thi'ough thc pipe from which tho
natural waterfall flows, to prevent tho
further accumulation of ice.

It Is a pretty drastic measure. It for-
bids tho sale of liquor except on pre-
scription nnd In getting H on prescrip-
tion there Is a lot of red tape to be
compiled with. The sale of patent medi-
cines and bllter3 Is prohibited If they
contain as much as 2 per cent of alco-
hol, and the ordlnanco makes all places
where liquor Is sold In violation of the
ordinance a nuisance.

The penalty provided Is. for thc first
conviction a line of not less than slpo,
or imprisonment for not more than thir-
ty days, or both. For thc second and
subsequent offenses, not less than $200

fine or not less than thirty days Im-

prisonment nor morn than six months,
or both such lino and imprisonment. Tho
law takes effect January 3.
